The general sentiment 
favors a republican vittory by a good major- 
ity, but this is by no means certain. Dela- 
ware is classed as doubtful, although the 
republican factions are nominally pulling to- 

gether there. The state has been so perme- 
ated with fraud and bribery that few poll- 
ticians care to estimate in advance on wha 
it may do. 

Seventeen of the doubtful electoral votes 
pre combined in the Rocky mountain states 
of Colorado, Montana, Idaho, Utah, and Ne- 
vada. If it were not for local conditions 
most of these states would go for Roo:evelt. 
They were in the silver belt, and did not 
relish Parker's gold telegram, in addition to 
which the president's residence In the west 
ené his rough riding record made him per- 
gonally popular in the cafions and on the 
plains. 

Labor troubles in Colorado, the fight be- 
tween the copper kings in Montana, the Mor- 
yon question in Idaho, the republican split 
in Utah, and the pocket borough tendencies 
in Nevada have made, and still keep, the 
“Rocky mountain bunch” uncertain. A 
good enough guess might be that Colorado. 
Idaho, and Utah would go for Roosevelt, and 
that Montana and Nevada would vote for 
- Parker. It should surprise no one, however, 
if Roosevelt should carry all of these states, 
feaving to the democrats the state or con- 
gressional ticket’ in most instances.

in the result of tomorrow's election. It was 
a genuine confidence. If, by any chance, the 
balloting should go otherwise than they ex- 
pect these national committeemen would be 
the most surprised men in politica. 
_ So sureare they of the election of Roosevelt 
and Fairbanks that the members of the com- 
mittee who were left in Chicago did no work 
allday. Secretary Dover and Committeeman 
New spent the afternoon in automobile riding 
and Col, Frank O. Lowden sat around head- 
quarters gossiping. No one thought of doing 
any work and they did not even talk politics, 
except in a desultory fashion. 

Somebody asked Col. New how Marion 
county, in Indiana, was going, and he replied: 
“ The republicans will carry it by 4,000.” 


. All Omens Favorable. 


“There is really. nothing more for us to 
say,” sald Secretary Doyer. “ All our in- 
formation here confirms the statement given 
out by Chairman Cortelyou yesterday, and 
any announcement from this end of the line 
would be simply an echo of it. We confi- 
dently expect the election of Roosevelt and 
Fairbanks by a heavy majority of the elec- 
toral college and are not taking any other 
contingency into our calculations. We do 
not regard the situation as admitting of any 
doubt as to the result.”’ 

Representing Indiana, where the democrats 
are making a fight, Col. New had this to say 
regarding his state: 


Bigger Majority than Ever.

“Dry” Candidates Predict Almost Dou- 
ble the Usual Showing of 
Their Party. 


While the prohibitionists have only faint 
hopes of electing any of their candidates, 
they are confident that their vote in Chicago 
will be much larger than it has ever been at 
any previous election. They expec’ to gain 
these votes from the disaffected members of 
both large parties. 

One of the most hopeful Chicago candidates 
is Arthur Gourley, who is running for con- 
gress in the Sixth district. 

Oliver W. Stewart, national committeeman, 
said that Arthur B. Gill of Franklin was an- 
cther congressional candidate who was de- 
veloping conviderable strength. 

“ We expect to poll akhogether for Dr. Silas 
C. Swallow, the prohibition candidate, over 
200,000 votes,”” said Mr. Stewart. “It is pos- 
sible that the number will reach 500,000. If 
any case, the total will be far in advance of 
that cast at any other general election.” 

Alonzo E. Wilson, chairman of the state 
committee, said that Swallow would receive 
from 35,000 to 40,000 votes in Illinois. He 
expected that his party would elect severa] 
legislative candidates,

Audience at Cleveland, 0., Makes Dem- 
onstration Which the Senator Fights 
Against 20 Minutes and Sits Down. 


Cleveland, Nov. 6.—(Special.]—Angry 
because an audience at Central armory last 
night refused to hear him, Senator Foraker 
declared he will never visit Cleveland again 
to make a political speech. 

When the senator was introduced near the 
close of an enthusiastic meeting the audience 
of several thousand began to make noise. 

For twenty minutes the senator had to 
make himself heard above the din and then 
sat down. The next speaker was treated 
courteously.

SPEAKER WORKS FROM NOON TO 
NEARLY MIDNIGHT. 


Democratic Candidate for Governor 
Addresses Six Sunday Meetings,

John Morley, M. P., English statesman and 
writer, spent a large part of his first day 
in Chicago looking over newspapers and try- 
ing to understand the intricacies of an Amer- 
ican election. . 

Election!" he exclaimed ‘yes- 
terday to a visitor, emerging from the ngws- 
papers that covered the floor, the chairs,and 
the table of the sitting room in his apart- 
ments in the Auditorium Annex. ‘ Noth- 
ing but election news and electoral votes and 
doubtful states and congressional forecasts 
and everybody claiming everything. How 
do you do it?” M, 

Wears a Flaming Red Necktie..° 

Mr. Morley is not like some Englishmen, 
but resembles the active, inquiring Amer- 
ican, and is thoroughly democratic in ‘his 
ways. One inatinctively looks for the red 
cravat, which is a féature of Mr. Morley's 


was there—a faming affair of heavy corded 
silk. It differed from those affected by John 
Farson in that it was worn with a heavy 
gold clasp. 

Questions about Mr. Moriley’s impressions 
of the United States, English politics, and 
the situation in the east brought short re- 
plies.

“Looks as if I would meet the next pres!- 
dent in Washington a day or two after elec- 
tion, doesn’t he observed. The papers 
all give Mr. Roosevelt the greatest number 
of electoral Votes. He seems to have a safe 
margin. 

* Tell me, when do your polls close? Four 
o'clock? Is it possible? -How do you get 
the vote allin? In Great Britain 8 o'clock is 
the hour. . 

“Do you suppose it would be possible for 
me to witness the official count in some 
polling place? 

“And your general election is all con- 
ducted on the same day?” Mr. Morley’s 
gray eyes beamed with interest. “ In Eng- 
land some of us reformers have tried to ar- 
range for a general election al! on the same 
day, but we have not made much headway. 
It takes us three weeks to hold an election. 
First there are the boroughs or the counties— 
then the country.” 

Mr. Morley did not say much of President 
Roosevelt, beyond stating that he was favor- 
ably known in England. He will be the presi- 
dent’s guest when he leaves Chicago for

An indorsement of the Chicago charter 
amendment was voted yesterday by the Fed- 
eration of Labor. The opposition to the re- 
form measure which had appeared in f rmer 
meetings centered at the last in T. P. Quinn 
of the solicitors’ and canvassers’ union. His 

" against it consisted in calling 
the men who supported it “ pirates,” * saintly 
thieves,” and “ parasitical plunderers.’”’ 

Quinn’s “argument” had the effect of 
bringing out a spirited defense of the amend- 
ment from the conservatives and of rallying 
the undecided delegates to its championshion. 
At the vote the opposition showed little 
strength. All four public policy 
on the little ballot were indorsed and union 
men urged to vote for them tomorrow. 


Will Give Better Government. 

“Do you not know,” demanded George J. 
Thompson, the first to advocate the amend- 
ment, “that any new charter or law under 
it will have to be submiitted to popular vote 
of the citizens of Chicago? Here we have 
been working for the referendum for years, 
and now you try to kill it when we have the 
chance to partly secure it. It will give the 
city better government. It will enable the 
schools to have more money and be better 
administered.” 

“This argument of Quinn,” said Charlies 
Dold, “is merely to arouse prejudice. It 
would be wrong, foolhardy, suicidal to vote 
against the a

Appeal to Affiliated Unions.

Reports from the committee investigating 
the claims of the rival steamfitters’ and 
plumbers’ unions and the Franklin Union of 
Pressfeeders and Pressmen, recommended 
that the whole matter be reopened by the 
American federation.

Circular Attacks New Charter. 


An anonymous circular, mysteriously 
mailed from Chicago, has made its appear- 
ance to a limited extent in the mail of manu- 
facturing corporations of the state of Il- 
linois, which by innuendo and flimsy argu- 
ment, friends of the charter declare, at- 
tacks the proposed amendment. 

The disgruntled persons issuing the 
eleventh hour roorback have been careful 
te conceal their identity behind the mean- 
ingless signature, “ The Committee.”"

LIKE A NEW POR? ARPHOR 


VLADIVOSTOK READY FOR LONG. 
AND BITTER SIEGE. | 


Steamer Captain Arriving at Chefeo 
Says Russia’s Northern Stronghold 
Is Strongly Intrenched and Fortified 
for Miles Around on the Land Side— 
Sea Mined for Seven Miles Out—Many 
Cargoes of Ammunition and Provis- 
sious Have Been Received. 


CHEFOO, Nov. 6.—As the result of months 
of preparation Viadivostok is now strongly 
protected, according to Capt. Halvorsen of 
the Norwegian steamer Tongus, whieh, as 
told in these dispatches last evening, ar- 
rived here five days out from that port with 
700 Chinese refugees, who were unable to 
live at Viadivostok any longer owing to the 
high prices of food and other necessaries, due 


to the war. 

Capt. Halvorsen says that the Viadivostok 
system of fortihcations begins many miles 
outside the city proper and grows stronger 
as the city is-approached. 

Ships laden with food, cannon, ammunition, 
and all sorts of military supplies frequently 
arrive at Viadivostok, according to Capt. 
Halvorsen, who says that five ships engaged 
in unloading their cargoes were in port when 
the Tungus sailed. 

If the Japanese make an attempt to capture 
Viadivostok it is the belief of Capt. Halvor- 
sen that they will find it to be a second Port 
Arthur. 

The captain is unable to estimate the 
strength of the garrison, but he says that 
everybody at Vladivostok seems to be either 
an officer or an ordinary soldier. 

The European residents of Viadivostok 
show their confidence in the security of the 
city by evincing an unwillingness to leave .t. 

Capt. Halvorsen says he believes that 
submarine boats havé arrived at Vladivostok, 
but adds that he is not positive in this belief. 
for the reason that at the present the Rus- 
sian naval secrets are being closely guarded. 

The harbor of Viadivostok, he says, has 
been mined for a distance of some seven 
miles. In four miles of this area contact 
mines have been laid, while in the remain- 
ing three miles electric mines have been 
planted.

CLERICALS CAST 
VOTES IN ITALY. 


Chureclimen Join in Election 
of Parliament for First 
Time Since Union. 


RETURNS NOT ALL IN. 


Neither Party Shows Gains, Al- 
though Ministerialists Are 
In the Lead. 


ROME, Nov. 7, 3 a. m.—The first balloting 
of the general election for members of the 
chamber of deputies took place yesterday 
(Sunday) without the rioting. 

The notable feature of yesterday's ballot- 
ing was the participation of the ciericals, 
who voted for the first time since the Italian 
states were united. They voted nearly every- 
where for the conservative candidates. 


Gains for Neither Side. 


There were elections in 508 constituencies. 
Up to midnight the returns indicate no sub- 
stantial gains for either the ministerial party 
or the opposition. 

Results have been ascertained in about 
three-fifths of the constituencies, showing 
that the power of the extreme parties has 
been diminished without, however. material- 
ly augmenting the number of ministerial fol- 
lowers, as most of the new recruits are con- 
servatives who may be expected soon to 
abandon Premier Giolittl, a liberal. 


Extremists Lose Support. 

Sonnino, the leader of the constitutional 
opposition, has lost some of his foliowers, 
owing to the fact that Milan, which formerly 
was entirely represented by extremists, has 
elected two conservatives, one clerical, and 
two socialist reformists, one of whom, 
Turati, was supported even by nonsocialists. 
As Turati, though a leader of the socialist 
reformists, condemned.the general strike, 
his election is regarded as a reply to that 
atrike. 

Genoa, where the strike was most violent, 
overthrew the extremists. 

Ferri, the socialist leader, in most of the 
forty constituencies, gathered only a few 
votes, especially where the socialist candi- 
dates were competing with prominent poll- 
ticlans, as Minister of the Treasury ‘Luz- 
zatti, whe had 1,866 votes out of 2,000, and 
Perri 105,

GLOOM FROM MICHIGAN CAMP. 


Trainer Fitzpatrick Is Not Optimistic 
| and Favors Chicago in Compari- 
son of Scores. . 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Nov. 6.—[Special.]— 
There is a distinct change of sentiment at 
Michigan over the Chicago game since the 
showing made against Drake Saturday. 
Michigan is still confident, but there is no 
more talk about swamping Chicago with 
thirty points. Trainer Keene Fitzpatrick, 
who. ran the eleven Saturday, says that in 
fumbling, offside play, and lack of team 
work Michigan was the poorest it has been 
this year. 

The most serious part of this statement fs 
that Mr. Fitzpatrick applies it to the Wol- 
verine veterans, quite as much as to the 
*“subs.”” A surprising comparison of scores 
decidedly in Chicago’s favor is also made 
by Michigan's conservative trainer. He 
points out that until Ohio and Dlinois met 
last Saturday both Wisconsin-and Michigan 
hed played schedules that were quite isolat- 
ea from Chicago's and that there had been 
no means of comparing the twoteams. He 
still believes in the power of Ohio State, 
whose defense Heston called “the hardest 
athing I have hit since Minnesota.” 

“The score that Illinois made against 
Ohio,”’ he said, “shows that. IMinois is a 
strong eleven and quite worthy to be com- 
pared with Chicago. The comparison is by 
no means in Michigan's favor.’’ 

Mr. Fitzpatrick says that the whole Michi- 
gan team played on Saturday as if it were 
asleep. It is feared not only overconfidence, 
but the speed of Drake's backs, compared 
with the necessary slowness of Michigan’s 
heavy linesmen, did - the damage. Main, 
Drake’s half, is a sprinter, a ten second man, 
and the fastest back Michigan has met, not 
even barring Wisconsin players. Both Michi- 
gan’s tackles, Curtis and Graham, say the 
Drake backs frequently got past before 
Michigan was ready. 

This feeling and the fact that Drake gained 
more ground on Michigan than has been made 
altogether before this year and the statement 
of Capt. Heston that “ Chicago’s back field 
fs fine and exceptionally fast,”’ have all con- 
tributed to scare Michigan into a spirit of 
hard work. 

The game has probably decided the makeup 
of Michigan’s eleven next Saturday. Harry 
Hammond and Hal Weeks, who played 
against Wisconsin, will bé Michigan's ends. 
Of the four ends tried out against Drake; 
Hammond was the only one who allowed no 
gains past him. 

Weeks was not used at end, but received 
an injury which may possibly. keep him 
out of the game against Chicago. Stuart, 
the punter, was worked out the entire game; 
both at end, where he allowed Drake men 
to escape him, and at half, where he made 
no good gains. His one punt was not excep- 
tional enough to put him on the eleven. Gar- 
rels leoks like the substitute end. 

The work of Michigan's freshman center, 
Schultz, was amazing. Alone, he chased, 
caught, and broke up some of Drake’s best 
end runs for losses. He is proving to be 
one of the finest defensive men in the line.

At least two of the best known 
 plungers can be seen in the paddock every 
day talking with first one jockey and then 
another, Do these confidential whisperings 
have anything to do with the poor rides on 
favorites or dangerous contenders while 
other horses, supported by these plungers, 
win?. That is too hard a question te anewer, 
for it is like hunting for the time honored 
needle to secure proof of collusion between 
the plungers and the‘jockeys. But the fact 
remains that these two are win- 
ning more big bets than anybody 

The Jockey club, it is contended, go ee 
low the example. set at New Orleans. Half 
an hour before the first race each day the 
jockeys who ride in any other event that 
afternoon are compelled to go to the jockeys’ 
quarters, from which they cannot emerge 
until a few moments before they climb into 
their saddles. The quarters are fitted up 
comfortably, and frem them it is possible to 
obtain. an excellent view of the races. But 
the sechusion of the riders makes it impossi- 
ble for bettors to get to their ears. 

It’ is understood there is some feeling on 
the part of several members of the Jockey 
club against W. A. Engeman of the Brighton 
Beach track because he has seen fit to hold 
trotting and automobile meets at his track 
in opposition to running meetings at other 
Jockey club courses.

LITTLE CHANGE IN WHEA? 


ADDITIONS TO TRADERS’ STORE OF 
KNOWLEDGE SMALL. 


No New Light Thrown on the Problem - 


of Adjusting Supply, Demand, and 
Price, but Continued Drought in 
the Winter Wheat Belt Furnishes a 
New Speculative Motive—December 


Corn Longs Transfer Holdings to 


May—Shipping Demand Active. 


Little has been added during the week to 
the stock of information of the wheat trader 
as to questions of supply and demand in this 
and other countries or as to crop conditions 
to facilitate the solution of the problem on 
which said trader ts ever bent, of whether 


prices are too high or too low, and the other 


equally important and different problem of 
what the market is most likely to do next. 

It was probably for this reason that the 
market really did little, finally closing un- 
changed to %c higher for May. The range 
for the week was narrower than it has been 
at any time since violent concern over the 
crop prospects in various parts of this coun- 


try became the trader’e natura) frame of 


mind early last summer, only 2%c for May. 
For two days the May price closed at the 


same figure and only escaped doing so again 


by the narrow margin of \c. 

There was a break of Ic im May and of 2c 
in December last Monday on renewed lqul- 
dation, which was particularly heavy in De- 
cember, forcing it down to the May price. A 
liberal increase in the visible supply, com 
pared with a small decrease the correspond- 


ing week last year, bringing the stocks up to 


over 4,000,000 bu greater than a year ago, 


extraordinarily heavy shipments from Rus- 


sia of over 6,000,000 bu, and weakness in for- 
eign markets were motives for the decline. 
But from this point the market rallied sharp- 
ly, although the rally was a modest one of 
8c for December and 2%c for’*May, on com- 
plaints of wet weather in Argentina, threat- 


ening injury to the crop there, which affected 


the Liverpool market sharply, and on more 


persistent claims of damage to winter wheat 


in this country by drought and Hessian fly. 
Dry for Winter Wheat. 


It has been undeniably dry over a consid- 
erable area in important winter wheat states. 


Kansas, Nebraska, and Missouri have had a 
precipitation considerably below normal dur- 
ing September and October. Kentucky and 
Tennessee have had practically no precipita- 
tion in these mionths. It is a question whether 
the retarding of growth which has certainly 
resulted necessarily means damage to the 
crop if it should have abundant moisture 
soon. The drought motive affected the July 
particularly, trade in this delivery being 
small, and it advanced 34%c at best, closing 


with a gain of 2c 


Primary receipts, which for weeks have 
been running heavier than last year’s figures, 
have begun to fall considerably behind. The 
movement in the northwest, however, is still 
of respectable proportions, the total at pri- 
mary points of 5,840,000 bu, only 962,000 bu 
less than the movement for the preceding 
week, though comparing with receipts of 
8,642,000 bu a yearago. Last year in Octo- 
ber a strike was on in the Minneapolis mills, 
most of which were closed, and receipts were 
light, the movement being held back until 
November, when there was a rush to tha 
market, so that the apparent large falling off 


last week was not specially significant. 
Corn Market Holds Strong. 


In corn an important speculative feature 
of the market has been the liberal liquida- 
tion by the big December holders, who re- 
placed the sales with purchases of May. It 
looked as though these longs were influenced 
by Snow’s estimate that the corn crop of the 
country would exceed 2,500,000,000 bu. The 
market was held strong, however, by the 
sharp revival in the shipping demand for old 
corn at high premiums over the futures, 
600,000 bu No. 2 corn being taken in three 
days at 7c over May in store. This amount 
comprised nearly half the total contract 
stock and supplies of old corn are reduced 
th an unusually small total, private ele- 
vator stocks being practically depleted. 
This condition has made December shorts 
nervous and there has been ifberal covering 
to take care of the large offerings. Decem- 
ber closed the week unchanged, May at %c
